The statement did not say when 
Baghdad would recognize Kuwait, 
which it maintains as part of Iraq. 

The 1991 Persian Gulf War cease- 
fire resolution calls for lifting the oil 
embargo after Iraq had eliminated its 
weapons of mass destruction and a 
monitoring program is in place to 
make sure Iraq doesn’t try to rebuild 
them. U.N. weapons inspectors told 
the Security Council that the sophisti- 
cated monitoring system was ready. 

The Iraqi-Russian statement said 
Iraq “has agreed to resolve the issue 
of Kuwait’s sovereignty” as the U.N. 
Security Council has demanded. 


Once it does so, Russia said it would 
support activating a six-month test 
period for the monitoring system, the 
statement said. After that test period, 
the Security Council should lift the 
sanctions on Iraqi oil sales without 
any additional conditions. 

There was no immediate comment 
on Saddam’s offer at the United 
Nations. 

On Wednesday, Iraqi U.N. 
Ambassador Nizar Hamdoon told The 
Associated Press Iraq would recog- 
nize Kuwait “provided that Iraq gets 
assurances that there will be a lifting 
of the sanctions within a short, clear- 
cut period.”

for job opportunities

Students graduating from colleges 
across the nation are finding U.S. 
job prospects cramped, low paying 
and unchallenging, so they’re 
breaking out of the ranks of 
Generation X for something better 
— the life of the American “X- 
patriate.” 

Trends in American universities 
and colleges indicate an increase of 
more than 10 percent in the number 
of college graduates who are plan- 
ning to seek work abroad. Trends at 
BYU also indicate an increase in 
core offerings and programs that 
will prepare students for the inter- 
national job market. 

Some factors luring the ‘twenty 
somethings’ into the world job mar- 
ket include the opening of interna- 
tional markets in both North 


America and China. BYU profes- : 


sors say last year’s North American 
Free Trade Agreement has been 
revolutionary in changing the busi- 
ness world. 

“People talk about how miracu- 
lous it was that the wall came down 
between Eastern Europe and 
Western Europe. I think it is com- 
parably significant that the same 
thing happened with trade in North 
America,” said BYU Law Professor 
Stephen Wood, who teaches a class 
on NAFTA. 

Trade with Mexico has jumped 20 
percent, and the number of U.S. 
college graduates who filter down 
to Mexico looking for jobs is esti- 
mated at 20,000 — more than four 
times the number in 1990. 

According to a news article in 
Time magazine, graduates are now 
moving to three major world areas: 
the Pacific Rim; notably Tokyo, 
Hong Kons and China; Latin 
America, including Mexico; and 
Eastern Europe. 

BYU has no official statistical 
measurement of the number of stu- 
dents who go on to work abroad, 
but changes in requirements in 
many undergraduate and graduate 
programs indicate a push to prepare 
students for the global level. 

The Marriott School of 
Management formally adopted a 
new business language program this 
fall that offers intensive business 
language training for Chinese, 
French, German, Japanese, Korean 
and Spanish. Class offerings at 
BYU’s law school now include 
three to six classes on international 
topics each year. 

“If I compare 1980 to 1994, we 


are just worlds apart,” said Lee 


Radebaugh, director of the Center - 


for International Business 
Education and Research in the 


Marriott School of Management. ~ 


Radebaugh said about one-third of 
the classes required of business 
undergraduates now deal with inter- 
national issues. ,

Helping students compete in the 
world is one attempt made by BYU 
programs during past years — espe- 
cially as it becomes evident that 
BYU has a competitive edge. 

“BYU has a comparative advan- 
tage over most universities in terms 
of students who have either an 
extensive in-country experience 
outside the United States or lan- 
guage facility, or both,’ Wood said. 

BYU statistics show that more 
than 17,000 of BYU’s approximate 
28,000 students possess extensive 
experience in a foreign language — 
with a large proportion of that num- 
ber also possessing cultural skills. 

Wood said BYU’s reputation for 
internationally skilled students has 
lured several associations to turn to 
BYU first when they search for 
someone to fill a tough international 
position. Wood said many firms 
come to BYU looking for students 
with a specific language capacity, 
and the law school can usually 
deliver someone with the right 
skills. ihe 

“My bet would be that we have 
more people at the law school who 
speak Korean than the next 40 law 
schools in the nation,’ Wood said, 
explaining the duality of BYU grad- 
uates’ experience.

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip — Facing intense 
U.S. and Israeli pressure as a deadline 
approached for Islamic militants to kill a kid- 
napped soldier, Palestinian police combed the 
Gaza Strip on Thursday, arresting scores of sus- 
pects. 

The unprecedented crackdown by 9,500 mem- 
bers of PLO leader Yasser Arafat’s police force 
was a major showdown with the fundamentalist 
Hamas movement.

Hamas leaders angrily accused the Palestine 
Liberation Organization of doing Israel’s “dirty 
work” and threatened violence. 

A leaflet issued Thursday by the group’s 
underground military wing, the Izzedine al- 
Qassam Brigades, renewed the threat to kill 19- 
year-old Cpl. Nachshon Waxman if Israel didn’t 
release the group’s founder and 200 other pris- 
oners by 9 p.m. (1 p.m. MDT) Friday. 

“The soldier will be immediately executed” if 
the imprisoned Palestinians, including Sheik 
Ahmed Yassin, are not released, the leaflet 


warned. 

A videotape of Waxman released Wednesday 
showed the soldier imploring Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin to save his life by answering his 
captors’ demands. 

Both Rabin and Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher warned Arafat on Thursday that he 


would be held accountable for the safe return of- 


the soldier, a dual U.S.-Israeli citizen. 

The United States has “emphasized to 
Chairman Arafat his responsibility for the reso- 
lution of this matter,” Christopher said.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti— To avoid “mob hysteria,” the U.S. military 
' plans to carry President Jean-Bertrand Aristide by helicopter from the airport to 
the National Palace when he returns from exile Saturday. 

“Right now, that’s our plan: to helo him,” Lt. Gen. Henry Hugh Shelton, com- 
mander of U.S. forces here, said Thursday, hours after Haiti’s former army 
leaders flew to Panama. 

Shelton said he feared that massive celebrations Saturday hailing Aristide’s 
teturn after three years in exile would degenerate into a mob scene. 

“All the leaders have stressed nonviolence ... but you get the crowd hysteria 
that starts to creep in occasionally, particularly if there are those who want to 
invite a riot,” he said. 

Haiti’s former army commander, Raoul Cedras, arrived early Thursday in 
Panama to begin his life in exile. He won’t be without income. The United 
States plans to lease Cedras’ two homes in Haiti.

Haunted houses reveal science of scaring souls

Halloween is more than just kid’s 
play. 

Local haunted houses realize their 
customers are much more sophisticat- 
ed; therefore, the techniques used for 
scaring people are carefully 
researched, planned and prepared. 

“Scaring people always depends on 
the area and surroundings,” said Jay 
Brown, cast director of the Haunted 
Forest. “In ours, we lull people into a 
false sense of security.” 

Ghosts, while a typical symbol of 
Halloween, are not effective in haunt- 
ed houses. 

“We’ve found that ghosts don’t real- 
ly scare people, so we have the ghosts 
stalk people instead,” Brown said. 

Different people get scared by dif- 
ferent techniques. 

“Some people are scared by some- 
one stalking them, others at things 
jumping out, and some get scared 
when people scream at them,” Brown 
said. 

Maniac Manor, a haunted house in 
Ogden, has been in the Halloween 
business for eight years. 

“In my opinion, startling people is 
pretty much the most effective,” said 
Russ Marble, a participant and former 
chairman of the board of Maniac 
Manor. “To actually instill fear in 
someone is pretty hard.” 

Haunted Hollywood uses different 
directions to keep their customers 
alert. 

“T think what we’re doing is direct- 
ing your attention to one thing and 
then we come at you from the other 
side or a different angle,’ said John 
Neely, general manager of Haunted 
Hollywood. “We come from a differ- 
ent angle rather than having someone 
around the corner that yells “Boo!’” 

Fear can often stop customers in 
their tracks. 

“We train our workers on how to get 
people through the forest as fast as 
they can,” Brown said. “When people 
get scared sometimes they don’t want 
to move.” 


Haunted Forest has developed tac- 
tics to get people’s hearts and feet 
moving again. 

“You can scare people at the front or 
let some go through and then get 
those in the middle, or you can come 
around from behind,” Brown said. 

Haunted Hollywood uses similar 
surprises. 

“Everyone’s expecting someone 
around the corner and are constantly 
looking for that,” Neely said. “We 
have a pumpkin head come right over 
the wall almost on top of you. 
Everything is from a different angle.” 

Technology also plays a part in the 
science of scaring. 

Carbon dioxide effects and strobe 
lights make the actors appear spooky, 
Neely said. 

“We try to put on a good show more 
than anything,’ Marble said about 
Maniac Manor. “We use fake blood, 
we use a lot of make-up and appli- 
ances. Lighting is also very impor- 
tant.” 

Haunted Forest nominated their 
flame-thrower chain saw as their 
scariest element. They also have a 
new fog machine this year and an 
alien costume. 

The costumed cast is placed strategi- 
cally throughout the forest. 

“Some of the cast flop down in the 
middle of the trail and just lay there,” 
Brown said. “People think they’re 
dummies, but then they’Il come up all 
of a sudden and that really gets peo- 
ple.” 

Workers at haunted houses agree 
that for the customers walking 
through, it isn’t always a cake walk. 

“Girls get scared the worst,’ Brown 
said. “The cast really goes after the 
girls.” 

The Maniac Manor has seen the 
roles reversed. 

“T’ve seen plenty of guys pushing 
their girlfriends ahead of them,” 
Marble said. 

Haunted houses are not always 
appropriate for a family outing. 

“We don’t recommend small chil- 
dren going through the haunted 
house,” Neely said. “We don’t want to 
touch anyone, and we don’t want any- 
one to touch us.”

ent person.” 

Participating in the haunted houses 
requires some time also. 

“Tt’s hard work,” Larson said. “The 
makeup takes about two hours and we 
like people to be here at least three 
nights a week.” 

“We have the volunteers come in for 
makeup around six, and they’re here 
until we’re done which can be as late 
as | a.m. sometimes,’ Peterson said. 

Larson encourages anyone interest- 
ed to come try the haunted house 
experience. 

“Usually you don’t have the right to 
hide behind a dumpster and come out 
and scare someone,” Larson said. “We 
confer the authority upon you to scare 
other people.”

The Utah State Hospital Haunted 
Castle is one of the most popular and 
longest running haunted houses in 
Utah County. 

Located around the historical rock 
amphitheater in the foothills behind 
the state hospital, the Haunted Castle 
attracted over 23,000 visitors last year 
in its eight nights, said Leland 
Slaughter, director of therapeutic 
recreation at the hospital. 

There has been an annual haunted 
house at the state mental hospital for 
the last 22 years, Slaughter said. 

The castle is divided into several 
rooms and areas that visitors walk 
between. Each division of the hospital 
has taken a room and developed a 
theme, Slaughter said. 

“There’s a swamp monster, a vam- 
pire, the chainsaw man, gorillas, a 
disorientation room and a torture 
chamber,” Slaughter said. 

‘{v’ll take about 20 minutes to go 
through the whole castle,” he said. 

Slaughter said the mostly outdoor 
setting and the “naturally spooky” 
atmosphere of the amphitheater are 
what makes the Haunted Castle 
unique. 

“Tt’s-the best haunted house for the 
money,” said Kari Sowby, a sopho- 
more in public relations from Fresno, 
Calif. 

You .don’t just look at things, there 
are people and monsters that jump out 
and scare you, Sowby said. 

“Seeing it’s at a mental institution 
makes it a little more scary,’ Sowby 
said.

The owner of Haunted Hollywood, 
Rich Correll, is a TV director of 
shows such as Mork & Mindy, Happy 
Days, Step By Step, Family Matters 
and On Their Own. 

John Neely, general manager of 
Haunted Hollywood and nephew of 
Correll said Correll has had a fascina- 
tion with monsters since he was about 
four years old. 

“It’s an obsession with him,” said 
Neely.

The Utah State Hospital Haunted 
Castle is one of the most popular and 
longest running haunted houses in 
Utah County. 

Located around the historical rock 
amphitheater in the foothills behind 
the state hospital, the Haunted Castle 
attracted over 23,000 visitors last year 
in its eight nights, said Leland 
Slaughter, director of therapeutic 
recreation at the hospital. 

There has been an annual haunted 
house at the state mental hospital for 
the last 22 years, Slaughter said. 

The castle is divided into several 
rooms and areas that visitors walk 
between. Each division of the hospital 
has taken a room and developed a 
theme, Slaughter said. 

“There’s a swamp monster, a vam- 
pire; the chainsaw man, gorillas, a 
-disorientation room and a torture 
chamber,” Slaughter said. 

‘Ft?ll take about 20 minutes to go 
through the whole castle,” he said. 

Slaughter said the mostly outdoor 
setting and the “naturally spooky” 
atmosphere of the amphitheater are 
what makes the Haunted Castle 
unique. 

“Tt’s-the best haunted house for the 
money,” said Kari Sowby, a sopho- 
more in public relations from Fresno, 
Calif. 

You .don’t just look at things, there 
are people and monsters that jump out 
and scare you, Sowby said. 

“Seeing it’s at a mental institution 
makes it a little more scary,’ Sowby 
said. 

Proceeds from the castle will be 
used by the Recreational Therapy 
Department of the hospital. 

“The money goes directly to the 
patients in the hospital,’ Slaughter 
said. 

Since the Haunted Castle is run by 
hospital staff, patients and community 
volunteers it only runs for nine days 
this year, Slaughter said. 

The Haunted Castle will be open

Haunted Hollywood in Salt Lake 
City is Halloween fright in true 
Hollywood style. 

It’s not the traditional ghosts and 
vampires jumping out at you, or 
things coming at you with chain saws. 
Everything used in Haunted 
Hollywood is authentic artifacts and 
pieces from several movies including 
Nightmare on Elmstreet, Predator and 
Alien. 

The owner of Haunted Hollywood, 
Rich Correll, is a TV director of 
shows such as Mork & Mindy, Happy 
Days, Step By Step, Family Matters 
and On Their Own. 

John Neely, general manager of 
Haunted Hollywood and nephew of 
Correll said Correll has had a fascina- 
tion with monsters since he was about 
four years old. 

“It’s an obsession with him,” said 
Neely. “This is what he spends most 
of his money on, and he is constantly 
buying this stuff.” 

“Rich has been collecting these 
things for 30 years,” Neely said. 

Haunted Hollywood can be viewed 
in two separate buildings. One is a 
museum of artifacts including such 
things as Robocop, Batman and E.T., 
and is geared toward younger chil- 
dren. The other building is the haunt- 
ed house. 

“This is the real stuff,’ Neely said. 
“This isn’t something we went out 
and picked up at Payless.” 

“These are real Hollywood artifacts 
from the movies, and only about a 
quarter of Rich’s collection,” Neely 
said. “We have one of the original 
Darth Vader helmets, Freddy’s glove 
from Nightmare 3 and bodies from 
The Living Dead.” 

“This is more of an event than a 
haunted house,” Neely said. “We have 
Pinhead, Freddy Krueger, Pumpkin 
Head from the second movie, 
Halloween Werewolf, Predator and 
Alien from the molds used in the 
movie.”

Neely said small groups of about 12 
are shown through each set at a time 
so everyone can get the whole effect.

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Y employees taught to recognize 
cash shams, stay calm in robberies

A Secret Service agent and a 
University Police detective told on- 
campus cash handlers to be coopera- 
tive in robberies and be cautious 
about counterfeit money. 


Resident Agent In Charge Dennis: 


Crandall of the Salt Lake City Secret 
Service office, said two of the most 
common ways to identify counterfeit 
money are the pictures on the bills 
and the feel of bill itself. 

A recent challenge the Secret 
Service has been facing is an increase 
in the amount of counterfeit money 
coming from overseas, Crandall said. 
Colombia is the largest producer of 
counterfeit money; Italy is the second 
largest, he said. 

Brad Farnsworth, chief financial 
officer for BYU, explained why this 
seminar was important for University 
employees. 

“Yes, it’s important to safeguard the 
assets,” said Administrative Vice 
President Brad Farnsworth. 

“But to me, it’s more important to 
protect the people who are safeguard- 
ing the assets.” 

In addition, University Police 
Detective Jeff Vest gave advice on 
how to handle a robbery. Vest said 
employees should carefully observe 
individuals who come and go without 
conducting any real business. It could 
be that they are “casing” the establish- 
ment. 

Vest said most robbers are amateurs 
and are just as nervous as the individ- 
uals they are robbing. Vest encour- 
aged those present to be cooperative 
and observe as many of the suspect’s 
features as possible -- including the 
weapon used and the direction the 
suspect went after the incident. 

After the suspect has left, witnesses 
should write down any information 
they can remember about the incident 
and avoid speaking with anyone until

after the police arrive. 

Vest said that when University 
Police receive a robbery alarm they 
will respond by going quietly to the 
location and observing the situation 
before attempting to become 
involved. 

In addition to counterfeiting, credit 
card fraud is also on the rise, Crandall 
said. 

He suggested cash handlers ask for 


additional identification and closely 
examine any identification given. 

The Secret Service was organized at 
the end of the Civil War, due to the 
fact that one third of the currency in 
circulation at that time was counter- 
feit. President Lincoln authorized his 
treasurer to create an organization that 
would handle the problem just before 
he went to Ford’s Theater the evening 
he was assassinated, Crandall said. 


Religion not a factor in most political races

Religion can influence political 
races, but not as much as one might 
think. 

Democratic Attorney General Larry 
EchoHawk’s labe! as a member of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints has affected his campaign 
for governor in Idaho, but 
Congressman Dick Swett of New 
Hampshire, who is also LDS, has. had 
no religion-related problems in his 
campaign for congress; neither have 
Congressman John Doolittle of 
California or Congresswoman Karen 
Shepherd of Utah. 

“Being LDS is one handle that 
EchoHawk can easily be identified,” 
said Douglas Cardon, assistant cam- 
paign manager for. EchoHawk’s gov- 
ernor race. “It’s one of the key labels 
by which he’s known.” 

EchoHawk is also a Native 
American of the Pawnee tribe. 
Leaders of different Indian tribes in 
Idaho do not like EchoHawk’s stand 
against gambling, Cardon said. 

“They’re disappointed that he does- 
n’t talk leadership on their behalf,” 
Cardon said. “He much would rather 
see an economic foundation built on 
some other productive enterprise.” 

A large percentage of Idahoans feel 
that LDS people have wielded a dis- 
proportionate amount of power 
through the Republican Party, Cardon 
said, so that draws a lot of interest to 
the race. 

Financial interest has also come to 
EchoHawk’s campaign from Utah.

“We have received $20,000 out of 
our $913,000 campaign fund from 
LDS contributors in Utah,’ Cardon 
said. 

Others running for office have felt 
little pressure from religious issues. 

“Tt hasn’t been a factor in our race at 
all,’ said Bob Quinn, Swett’s cam- 
paign manager. 

New Hampshire has a fairly large 
LDS population, but it is primarily a 
Catholic state, Quinn said. But con- 
stituents are not very concerned about 
religion. 

“It’s a live free or die state,’ Quinn 
said. “So religion has never been an 
issue. Our opponents have never 
brought it up.” 

“There’s a real tolerance for religion 
here,” Quinn said. “Any candidate that 
would bring it up is risking his elec- 
tion.” 

Religion has not influenced 
Congresswoman Karen Shepherd’s 
campaign, either. Shepherd is running 
for re-election as a Democrat and is 
not LDS. 

“People are worried about a person’s 
values, not a particular religion,” said 
Paul Stetson, Shepherd’s campaign 
manager. 

Religion is not a factor in California 
Congressman John Doolittle’s cam- 
paign, but the LDS Church does keep 
in contact with congressmen who are 
members, said Glenn Buberl, 
Doolittle’s legislative director. Elder 
M. Russell Ballard, a member of the 


Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, who . 


oversees the Washington D.C. area, 
visits all LDS congressmen about 
twice a year.
